New Order \Vent Into Effect Yesterday 


Which

Means—CoinmlafiiOQeFH say They Have 
Reason JTor It. 
An order issued by the Boston fire com- 


missioners and read at all the houses of 
the department, at 10 yesterday morning) 
created considerable excitement through- 
out the department. 
It was addressed to 


the chiefs of the districts, and read as fol- 
lows:' 


''You will notify the members of the 


department in your district that the prac- 
tice of loitering on the street and talking 
with citizens .or members of the depart- 
ment, while on the way to or from meals, 
must be discontinued." 


To say the members of the department 


were indignant when the order was read 
puts it mildly. 
The young men, especial- 


ly those of very short service, are wrought 
up over what they consider an abridge- 
ment of the rights of free speech. 
When 


they should be obliged to forego a mom- 
ent's social chat with a brother tireraan or 
friend just because they wear the uniform 
of the Boston fire deportment they cannot 
understand, and they can perceive of no 
reason for the issuance of such an order. 


The firemen are indignant but one of 


the assistant chiefs says that the order was 
brought on the men, because of nuiuerous 
complaints made against members 6f the 
department, 
who, during meal 'hours,' 


would loaf upon the street corners and 
block the sidewalks. Proprietors of es- 
tablishments, having show windows, have 
upon numerous occasions complained of 
the firemen for standing in front of their 
stores and obstructing a view of their dis- 
plays. 


"The little jealousies between the men 


have caused the order, too. The men talk 
too much altogether for the good of the ser- 
vice. 
What 1 mean by that is that if a1 


man should happen to come hack from 
dinner and be a few minutes late and he 
should be overlooked, while another man 
should be gently reprimanded for the same 
tardiness, the captain of the company is 
liable to be more or less abused for so 
called partiality. 


"The men get together and discuso sucli 


little things when they are out on the 
street, and in the presence of civilians, 
which is not creditable to the department. 
Hundreds of complaints for just such in- 
discreet acts have been made to the com- 
missioners, until they have been forced to 
do something toward checking the hun- 
dred and one little abuses which have been 
directly traced to Che meal hours." 


It should also be reme'iibered that lire- 


men in Boston do duty as patrolmen, 
and if they stopped to talk on their beats 
they would not be doing their work well.
